EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 


On  May  10,  1992,  the  Department  of  Defense  (DoD)  established  the  Defense 
Information  Technology  Services  Organization  (DITSO)  under  the  Defense  Information  Systems 
Agency  (DISA)  as  a  Fee-for-Service  information  services  utility  responsible  for  providing 
information  processing,  software  development,  and  related  technical  supfXMt  to  DoD  customers. 
The  DITSO  charter  was  initially  confined  to  the  finance  and  accounting  mission  of  the  Defense 
Finance  and  Accounting  Service  (DFAS). 

in  June  1993,  DISA  reorganized  and  consolidated  three  major  operational  elements  into 
one  single  utility.  The  Defense  Network  Systems  Organization  (DNSO).  Defense  Systems 
Support  Organization  (DSSO),  and  DITSO  were  merged  to  form  the  new  Defense  Information 
Services  Organization  (DiSO).  The  DISO  organization  is  structured  into  three  distinct  funcuonai 
areas;  Computer  Operations  (Information  Processing  Business);  Commurwcations  Operations, 
and  System/Network  Management  Operatioits.
